shoulder; 


among the Niams-Niams it. is a large

right one. 
"When the 
women carry 


anything on their heads the back ia 
chosen for the child, and when objects 
are carried on the back the child 
is 


placed ^on the hips, where it is fastened 
with hands. 
This 
custom prevails 


among many negro races.

On Tuesday the people 
or Newport ar.d of Rhode Island will 
Lave a chance at the officers and crews 
of the ships. On that day. which is the 
day the governor of Rhode Island is to 
be inaugurated, the ship's companies 
will land from the flagship Mew York, 
the battleships Indiana. Massachusetts 
and Texas, and from the Brooklyn, and 
tak-i part in the parade. Ket ween 700 and 
SOO men will be in line, and it will be the 
first shore parade at Newport since the 
war hejjan. 


The first stay at Newport will probably 


end on June 15, when the squadron will 
be augmented by the cruiser New Or- 
leans, which has been down at New Or- 
leans to get a silver service presented 
to her by the city she Is named for. 


On June 16 anchors should be dropped 


In Boston harbor. On the following- day, 
Bunker Hill day. the squadron will lend 
Itself to make the celebration of the day 
a greater event than it might otherwise 
b*. There may be another parade 
ashore, although this is not determined 
as yet. 


The stay at Boston may be of two 


weekjs' duration. It is possible that the 
squadron will be there over the Fourth 
of July, leaving the next day for New- 
port, exercising on the way, and remain- 
ing close to Newport until the middle of 
July. 


Then the squadron will get upder way 


again and proceed along the New Eng- 
land coast to Portsmouth, N. H., for a 
couple of days, and then to Portland, Me., 
for two or three days. 


The last of July will see the ships again 


In Newport harbor, and Ihe 1st of Aug- 
ust will find the admiral leading hi«a 
powerful squadron on to Bar Harbor, 
unless something causes' a change in this 
present Itinerary. 


Thp white ships are due at Bar Harbor 


early in August, and the stay ihere is 
likely to cover a week, that will, no 
doubt, be filled with social pleasantries 
enjoyable -tor the younger officers and 
some of the older ones as> well. The re- 
turn to Newport will.be direct from liar 
Harbor, placing the squadron there the 
middle of August. 


This is as far as the itinerary for the 


summer is arranged at present. Future 
events will determine what shall follow. 
While at Newport spedial opportunities 
will be given the officers to attend the 
sessions, at the naval war college. 


In addition to the war college work, 


the parades ashore and the social event's 
at the several ports visited, the squadron 
(Officers and men) will be engaged with 
special landing drills at1 one or morci 
places, target practice wjth the ships' 
batteries at sea, and targets-practice with 
small arms on shore. Quarterly target 
practice is a requirement of the navy

Buffalo, May 23.—The grain shovelers'

SPANISH CANNON". 


Uncle Sam Has About One Hundred 


Forty Pieces Captured In Wai. 


Washington, May 23.—The war de- 


partment is in possession of about 140 
pieces of aitillery, captured or,surren- 
dered as the result of the war \\itn 
Spain. Mam' applications have been re- 
ceived at the department for the loan or 
t;ift of these guns, and a. few of them 
have been granted. 


The act of congress under which the 


distribution is made sanctions such loans 
or gifts only to Grand Army posts, sol- 
diers' memorial association? and munici- 
palitie« 


The department is not yet settled in 


the acceptance of General Otis' decision-, 
that the Spanish government is entitled 
to all of the cannon in the Philippines 
outside of those brought in by the Ameri- 
can army. 


The paragraph in the peace treaty re- 


lating to the ownership of this artillery 
admits of a. double construction, but the 
weight of opinion in the department is 
that the United States is at least entitled 
to the possession of the guns captured 
and surrendc*ed before the signing of 
the peace protocol. 


This would include the batteries at Ca- 


vite, Corregilor island and at the mouth 
of Manila bay, and probably those in thp 
fortifications of Manila itself.

I am sure, and in future years 
the idea that anybody should have seri- 
ously suggested it will be one of the curi- 
osities of history. 


"The insurrecton is broken. There will 


be no more had battles, and the new era 
for the islands that was temporarily de- 
layed Ijy the rising will soon begin. 
Aguinaldo and his generals must be cap- 
tured, and then the very semblance of 
an insurrection will cease. Aguinaldo's 
name is the real power among the na- 
tives. Wherever \ve go, it is always 
Aguinaldo. The officers of the Tagalos, 
'civil and military, tell us they have no 
power to treat for peace until they hear 
from Aguinaldo. 
Foreigners and na- 


tives testifying Before the peace com- 
mission all testify to the same state of 
facts. 


"Many of the island provinces that 


were once warlike are anxious for peace, 
and will accept the American terms as 
soon as the Tagalos of Luzon 
are 


whipped into line, but they dare not treat 
with us as long as Aguinaldo has the 
power* to confiscate property or punish 
those who offend him. 


"The end is not far off, if we push 


right after them. We must concentrate 
our troops and \ igorously prosecute the 
campaign in Luzon. That is our whole 
task. The southern island w ill quickly 
fall in line. This, 1 hope, will not be long 
in happening. 


"The Olympia will go home leisurely. I 


want all my officers and men to get 
the greatest 'benefit of all the stops we 
make. We vt ill pick our places with this 
in mind. They have earned c. rest by a 
year of steady duty without respite. 


"While I am glad to be going homo, I 


cannot say good-by to Manila without 
regrets. There have been many pleasant 
occurrences among the months of ha- 
rassing responsibility, and we will not 
forget them."

Daniel W. Faunce, D. D., pastor of the 
First Baptist chinch of Pawtucket, is a 
graduate of Amherst, and Ins mothe. 
was formerly Mary Parkhurst Ferry of 
Bristol, R. I. 


Dr. Faunce was fitted for college at 


Concord, N. H., and ^-on the Greek prize 
on entrance to Brown university in 3376 
He joined the l>elta Upsilon fraternity, 
won thp prize for elocution, and wa.= 
class orator at commencement. During 
1SS1-S2 he was instructor in mathematics 
In Brown uni^rsity. 


He \\aa graduated from the Xe-wton 


Theological seminary in 1SS-I, ordained 
pastor of the State Street church at 
Springfield in August, ]8S4, where he 
remained three jears, then &omg to th<: 
Fifth Avenue Baptist church, New York. 
He has been resident preacher at Har- 
vard twice, and is announced for tht 
third period this yrar. At the University 
of Chicago he taugrht homilies for three 
months each year in 1S95 and 1&96. In 1391 
Brown university conferred the honor- 
ary degree of D. D. upon him. 


Manila, May 24.—Two companies of 


the Third infantry and two companies 
of the Twenty-second infantry, forming

General Lawton, \\ith most of his 


troops, have arrived at Malolos. His ex- 
pedition marched 120 miles in 20 days, 
had £2 fights, captured 28 towns, de- 
stroyed 300,000 bushels of rice and lost 
only six men killed and 31 wounded. On 
the other hand, General Lawton esti- 
mates that his troops killed 40 Olnsur- 
gents and wounded double that number.

That is a most interesting and im 


portent interview with ^Admiral Dewev 
which the Journal prints this morning.

Mitchell, of Iloa, said that when the fir- 
ng commenced on the night of Feb. 4 
ic was sent to escort the wife of CoL 
unston and another lady down to the 
Kansas barracks in, Manila. The next 
day the regiment got to the firing line, 
and subsequent proceedings are thus 
recounted: "It waji my first experience 
mder fire, and when the bullets began 
o drop all around my legs began to 
shake and my natural inclination was 
o dodge, but when I saw Fred riding 
up and down behind the firing line as 
f on dress parade it seemed to give us 
all confidence and we braced to the 
work wonderfully, 


"The next afternoon (Monday) we 


mad« the mggers run for about three- 
quarters of a mile, and established a 
new line. They had strong intrench- 
ments across the road and were well 
'ortified along the line. The Colonel 
(Fred) led this charge on his horse 
with his hat off, calling on the men to 
come on. which they did with a will. I 
came near getting plugged that after- 
noon by a sharpshooter who had' been 
;iving us lots of trouble, when my com- 
panion hollered 'Duck!' and/quick as a 
Bash I dropped my head down behind 
the wall, when a bullet 
came 
over 


where my head had been and hit the 
round just behind me. On Friday our 
regiment got orders to capture Caloo- 
can, and after the gunboats had shelled 
the place a while we heard the Col- 
onel's voice saying: 'Forward! 
Ad- 


vance, double time, firing!' And the 
way 
those 
Jayhawkers 
did 
come 


;hrough the town and a mile and a half 
oeyond! " 


Col. 
Funston was born In Kansas and 


s the sou of an ex-Congressman from 
:hat State. He was graduated from the 
State University of Kansas and then 
became a newspaper man at Fort 
Smith, Ark. While there he saw hard 
fighting during the Indian outbreaks, 
joining thp troops on several occasions 
and remaining with them through a 
winter campaign 
After leaving Fort 


Smith he joined a Government expedi- 
tion to Death Valley, in southern Cali- 
fornia. sent out to make a geological 
investigation. Death Valley is said to 
be the most 
desolate 
waste in this 


country. The expedition suffered every 
kind of privation for nine months, in 
which time Col. Funston took the rec- 
ord of the highest temperature ever 
measured for any Government, which 
was 165 decrees Fahrenheit. 


Returning from this expedition he 


took a commission from the Govern- 
ment to explore Alaska, and for two 
years he wandered about there alone. 
After a rest of several months he went 
to Mexico and Central America on a 
private venture, it being his object to 
get options on land for coffee planta- 
tions. The project needed more finan- 
cial support than he could secure in the 
West, and for this reason he visited 
New York. The support, however, was 
not forthcoming, and Funston became 
assistant secretary for the Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railrond. 


The routine of this post was monoton- 


ous to him, and three months later he 
surprised his friends by enlisting as a 
private in the Cuban Army. His pro- 
motion in that service was rapid. Soon 
he was made Lieutenant, then Captain, 
then Major, and finally he was put in 
command of all the artillery force east 
of 
Havana. 
During 
the 
eighteen 


mouths he spent in Cuba he was in 
twenty-three battles, had his left arm 
mutilated by a shell, received a Mauser 
bullet in his left lung, and was sick of 
tho fever for two months. Once while 
leading a battery to a point of vantage, 
he had his horse shot under him. The 
horse rolled on Funstou's right leg, 
cniphing the thigh. 
His campaigning 


had. 
hy ihi:- timo, 
rendered 
him a 


physical \\reck and not feeling able to 
continue in the service he asked to be 
retired. His n.qm-. t was granted. On 
the way to the roast, however, he was 
captured b,\ thr Spanish. He was con- 
demned to dio, nut later, being put on 
parole, f-^r.iprd and \\ent to \e\\ York.

A DARING GAME. 


Perhaps one of the most curious 


railway adventures of its kind that 
has occurred in rec*uu years is the case 
of Cyril Northcote, which dates back 
to 1S92. 
AlihougL at the time- some j 


few facts in connection with this ad- 
venture were made public, still, so far 
as I know, the fell details have re- 
mained more or l*»ss obscured until 
chance having placed them in my pos- 
session, I take this opportunity of mak- 
ing them known, because the Incident, 
in its way, is perfectly unique in the 
history of railway unnals. 


Cyril Northcote v:as a delicate boy 


of 11. an only son, and the heir to an 
exceedingly large property. His father 
had been dead for some few years, and 
be was perfectly idolized by his mother. 
They lived at Pedril court, a couple of 
miles from the well known watering 
place of Barmouth. in the southwest of 
England, where tr-e Northcotes 
had 


held a fine estate for centuries. 
Cyril 


was far too nervous and sensitive a boy 
to be sent to school, and hitherto the 
v^car of the little village of Pedril had 
been responsible for his education. 


His father, Gerald 
Northcote, had 


married rather late in life, long after 
his younger brother, Edgar. Mr. Ed- 
gar Northcote lived in Gloucester Ter- 
race, Westbourne Park, and was a bar- 
rister — a busy "younger son." 
His el- 


dest son, Edward, Cyril's cousin, was 
of that happy (or unhappy) profession 
known as a -:'genUxtnan at'large." He 
had been "down" fr :-m Oxford for near- 
ly a couple of years, and report said 
that reminiscences of his university ca- 
reer were constantly following him in 
the shape of bills.

Northcote standing beside his pale lit- 
tle cousin, Cyril, it was a pity that the 
strong and 
handsome young man 


should not be heir to the Northcote 
estates, which, of course, he would have 
been had there been no Cyril, the es- 
tates being entailed in that manner. 


And if it could Lave been, known, it 


•would have been found that Edward 
Northcote thoroughly acquiesced in 
this view of the caue.

Cyril and his mother had come up 


to town early in December to stay over 
Christmas at his uncle's, and Edward 
\vas most affable to his young cousin. 
He took him to 
tfie 
theatres, 
and 


amused him to hir> heart's 
content. 


And then to the great anxiety of his 
mother, Cyril fell M-tldenly ill just be- 
fore they intended !.o start for home. 


The doctor pronounced it to be e 


Blight attack of typrioid, and added that 
es he was such a delicate subject, every 
care must be take;*. 
So a nurse was 


engaged from St. Gregory's hospital, 
and she and Mrs. Ni/rthcote devoted all 
their attention to tlie sick boy. 
His 


uncle and aunt wre very kind, and 
Edward was particularly nice to him, 
Bitting constantly iu his room and tel- 
ling him stories. 


Typhoid means a long and lingering 


Illness; and it was weeks before Cyril 
•was able to sit up und eat a little solid 
food. 
Then it was that his mother 


one day said to hsr sister-in-law: 


"I'm very anxious about Cyril. 
The 


fact is I've had a letter this morning 
from home, and I really ought to go 
back and see to several things 
that 


have gone wrong during my absence. 
And yet the doctor says that 
Cyril' 


fausn't think of traveling for another; 
week."

"But why should that stop youi?" 


Cyril's in very good hands here. 
And 


\ve can easily send liirn on. 
Why, the 


nurse could travel down- with him nexjt 
week." 


"Yes, I had thought of that. The on- 


ly thing is that he's never been many 
days away from me, and I don't like 
leaving him." 


"My dear, you really must get over 


such feelings. He's so very much bet- 
ter, and you must remember that in 
a few years' time he'll have to leave 
you for college." 


"Yes, I know I'm foolish about it, 


and perhaps you are right." 


Finally it was settled that Mrs.
